The U.N. Charter provides 


that "no 'enforcement action 
shall be taken .* . . by regional 
agencies without th'e . author- 
ization of the Security Coun- 
cil.” The Council on past oc- 
casions has supported the 
opinion that it -does not, (have 
veto power over OAS resolu- 
tions,. 

[The OAS decision to im- 
pose sanctions on Cuba has 
caused a postponement of 
Canada’s early acceptance of 
observer ’status in -the OAS, 
informed sources told. United 
Press International. 

[The sources said Canada’s 
Conservative opposition, which 
has fought partnership in OAS, 
would bring the government 
under attack if it accepted ob- 
server status at this time.]
